The French⸗ 
men firſt applyee it to the vſe and cuſtomes of their chaunceries, 
courts, and iudgement ſeales, vñng certaine miniſters 02 under 
officers .caling them ſergeants, which ſtode them in — pꝛo⸗ 
clame, declare and execute their ſtatutes, will and oꝛdinaunces, 
appertayning to law: and afterwards taking it hence, J meane. 
out of theſe gouned and ciuill exerciſes, they alſo applyed it to the 
military vſe of armes, and in each companp of men, they placed 
and appointed an officer, calling him a ſergeant, imitating the cu⸗ 
ſtome vſed in Courts, and Tribunall ſeates, to the end that the 
Captains by meanes of ſuch a miniſter o: officer, might kerpe due 
oꝛder in placing of thevz men, both marching, lodging and figh⸗ 
ting. And thus much as touching the impoſing ol the name 
which in England, Fraunce and Spayn is recepued in all 
our warfarre as a naturall woꝛd.

Londonno, J haue not read that the Lacedemonians, Greeks Wi 
and Romanes(among which Nations did warfare flouriſh moſt) + 


haue had it: but we may reade that they had and vſeddiuers man- 


cauſe(if J be not deceiued) that they had no Seargeant Matoz, be- 
cauſe this Office was diſcharged by certaine other Dfficers!, as 
we map gather out of thoſe that haue waitten De le Militari, viz. 
that the Captaine Generall and chiele head ol the Armies, vnder⸗ 


ſtanding and per ceiuing of howe greate moment and impoꝛtance 


the good oꝛder and perfection of the Dquadzon oꝛ Battaile is, in 
which conſiſteth all the fo2ce of the whole Armie, they would truſt 


different kindes and manners, accoꝛding to the dinerſitie of wea- 
pons with which in thoſe times they accuſtomed to encounter 
with theyꝛ enemies, and alfo their ſouldiers were ſo well inſtructed 
and ſo ſkilfull, that in a verie great and huge Armie there was not 
one ſouldter but knew his place in the Squadꝛon: fo2 the eaſier 
obtaining ol which kuowledge, there were many Scholes in 
Rome, as Titus Livie wꝛiteth, wihere thoſe pong ſouldiers which 
they called Tyrones, among vs, ſreſh water ſouldiers, were not 
onely taught and ſhewed howe to bee apt and quicke in vſing a- 
nie kinde ol weapon, but they were alſo inſtructed howe they 


his owne ſeuerall place in which thing they were ſo well inſtruc⸗ 
ted, that it was a verie _—_ matter, and little 02 no labour, trouble 
oꝛ difficuitie at all, to frame and make the Squadꝛons, and they 


became dayly the moze fit and apt as long as they were not with⸗ 


out an hinge + perpetual Armie. And the ſame Livie ſaith, that the 
voung ſouldiers exerciſed themſelues twice a daie, and the old bea⸗ 
ten ſouldiers but once a daie. And this moſt excellent oꝛder which 


the Romanes obſerued aboue all other Nations, cauſed them ſo ta 


enlarge theyꝛ Empyꝛe. and to become atmoſt innincible thꝛough⸗ 
out the wozlde : whereas notwithſtanding as Vegetius ve- 
rie well ſaith) they were neither ſogreat as the Germanes, noꝛ 
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no partitular man with this Office, but themiſelues diſpoſed thepz 
Armies, and made the Squadꝛons, of which they vled ſundꝛie and 


Gould keepe theyꝛ place, that euerie man might haue and knowe 
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- - Greekes,but the Souldiers exerciſed and inſtructed in Warfare,

moꝛe in munber then the French men, noꝛ ſo ſubtill as the Aﬀri- 
cans,no2ſo many oz of ſuch foꝛte as the Spaniards, noꝛ ſo wiſe as 


did conquer and ouercome all theſe difficulties, It were a very ea⸗ 
ſie matter in p2oofe of this truth, here to alleadge many examples 
both olde and new ol many excellent Captaines, who with lyttle 


Armies well inſtructed and ſet in gad oꝛder, haue obtayned victo- 


rie ofimnumerable armies and bandes ol men naughtily ranked 
and-confuſed. But J will onely rehearſe ſome of them, ſeeing it is 
not ſtrange to the matter of which we now intreate,neither wpll 
it be out of the purpoſe to make a ſhoꝛt digreſſion to pꝛoue this ve- 
ritie. And let the firſt example be taken from the great Ling A- 
lexander, when he ſet vpon all Aſia, and the innumerable bandes 
of Darius, yet with a verie ſmall armie, but wonderfull well in⸗ 
ſtructed, Lucullus a famous Captaine did get a moſt happie vic

within his owne Citie . And at the length onely by the god oꝛder 
he vſed,he did ſubdue the whole kingdome of Mexico, And Her- 
nando' Aluarez. Duke of Alua, onely with one thouſand of ſmall 
ſhot,andfiue hundzeth Muſkets in Frislaad, ouerthꝛew an armie 
of twelue thouſand men, with which Lodowicke of Naſſau had 


ſaie, that ſeeing a Squadꝛon is a companie of ſoulviers placed in 
oꝛder, in which euerie man hath his place appointed him, in ſuch 
oder that he may fight without hindering others, oꝛ being hinde⸗ 
red of his fellowes,andin which all their foꝛces may bee ſo vnited 
and ioyned together, that they may obtaine theyꝛ pꝛintipall intent

The third 
parte ol Marlare is, concerning the fighting and ioyning in bat- 
tavle with the enemie, whether it be by ſea oꝛ by land, whether in 
plaine ground oꝛ hillie whether beſieging 02 being beſieged: out 
of which part ol Warfare pꝛoceedeth the third parte of the Office 
of the Seargeant Maioꝛ, which conſiſteth pꝛincipally in ranking 
his ſouldiers oꝛderly and ſtrongly, when her fozmeth and maketh 
his Sgquadꝛons: from which Squadꝛons as from the chick? part, ä 
I wil begin to ſhew you how the Seargeant Maioꝛ exertiſeth his 
Oflice: andafterwards J wil in aꝛder p2oceed fucceſſinely to thew 
the ſans 61 the other two parts of his Office.

Foz oftentimes it commeth to 
paſte that the Seargeants Maioꝛ are willed by the Captaines ge-

Londonno, They be all of like fozce and ſtrong inough ac- 
toꝛding as occaſion and place requireth , foꝛ in ſome places the 
ſquare battaylsof ground, oꝛ of number of people is beſt, fo2 wee 


id _ doe well to make a ſquare battaple, dzawne out in 


berſwile in ſome places, as in Barberp oꝛ ſome other place 
— à great troupe of hoꝛſemen to ſet vpon vs,

am Burgunnians, who ſeruing and being bꝛought vp among the

haue beenc taught) haue often attempted foule and filthy pꝛacti⸗

taught and made to vnderſtand how filthy and alienate it is from 
their p2ofeſſion to doe as they doe, Uiz. that as ſoone as they are 
entered in to the court guarde, incontinently they hang vp wer 
weapons on the walles, vnarming themfelues p2eſently, and 

this lit entiouſnes is ſo farre come, that not onely in places where 
they lie in garriſon, but in the field alſo, and when they haue an 
oppolite army tuft ouer againſt them, they doe the very ſame, 
which ought in no caſe to be permitted. Foꝛ no ſouldier ought to 


be ſuffered to vnarme himſeile before he ſeeth his anſigne to dofſe 


his armour, en whome they ought to caſt their eies to imitate 
him, as they doe on the ſtandard which he beareth to follow hum, 
in ſo much that the anſignes ought to be very circiunſpect in their 
ſeruice, that the ſouldier may not take example by them of negli⸗ 


gence and careleſſenes, but rather may by imitating them becom 


painſull and diligent. Foꝛ this pꝛoleſſion is chiefely maintayned 
by continuall exertiſe. To conclude, great care ought to be had 
at the opening and ſhutting vppe of the gates, ſeeing that at ſuch 
times great oecaſian of daunger map eaſely bee offered.

Whoſif ſs be that he can ſind oꝛ perceiue that 
the Companies receiue pate fo2 moze men then they watch with) 
ought to make the Dfficcrs of the companies to giue him acceunt 
of it: fo2 oſtentinies many ſouldiers by reaſon of theyꝛ Officers 
negligence become careleſſe, and ſo they regarde not they? duetie. 


They eught not to permit at the entering oꝛ departing ol the 


watch, that the Coꝛllets ſheuld want anic perce of their armour, 
oꝛ the Harguebuzer come without his head peece,, and much kalle, 
that they ſhould ſerue with ruſtie weapons, oꝛ noto2ionfy ill gra-

Pet this cught to bee noted, that no 


ſouldier ought to bee puniſhed foꝛ his diſo bedience, vnleſle it bee in 


ſuch things as concerne their pꝛince his ſeruite. As when they con⸗ 
temne oꝛ deſpiſe anie Officer in matters touching the ozder . Fo2 


in other particular ⁊ pꝛiuate matters, that touch not the ſetuite ol 


the Bing, the Cflictrs are nolefſe beund to be humble, merke, and 
vſe god behauiour toward the ſouldiers.Seruatis, ſervandis, then

Now Sir, ſcring that the people are lodged, and J (to confeſſe the 
truth) weary ol this our long diſcourſe, J wil conclude with telling 
pon that it doth not onely appertaine vato the Seargeant — 
to be the generall maiſter of all goad diſcipline in Marres, and to 
be the onely and vniuerſall pꝛaturer of all bodily and coꝛpoꝛall ne⸗ 
tellities fo2 the ſouldiers, but he ought alſo to haue no leſſe regard 
and care of theyꝛ ſoules : perſecuting and baniſhing all publique 
ſinne out ot the Armie, as leude liuers, — fxban ie; 
 diffolutely and hamefully,and aboue all things he ought to be ve⸗ 

| rie watchfu and diligent, in not permitting ante one in the campe 
to bl the name ol God, no not ſo much, if poſſible be, as ta 
ſweare by hi name, ſeeing that his diuine aieſtie is ſo greatly ofs 
_ fended with both ol thoſe hozrible ſinnes. Foz in the Armie where 
here is no feare ol God, and the foundation and pꝛincipall intent 
be not to ſeke his glozte and honour, there can nothing bee ſure, 
nothing god 02 certaine. Certes it is a griefe to beholde, that a⸗ 
mong a people which ought to bee moſt zealous in the ſeruice of 
they2 Creato2 ( ſteing that the obtaining of the victa2te doth not 
conſiſt in the vertue of the multitude of armes, noꝛ in the loꝛce of 
wepons, but in the interceſſion ol his grace, without whoſe pꝛoui⸗ 
dente not ſo as the leafe of a tree can be moued) are ſo many 
vices and abhominations. And verily we ſhauld mot} iuſtly werpe 
and deploꝛe the weake remembzaunce ol men, when wee ſee that 
thoſe men are ſo foꝛgetfull of Gods iuſt indgements, who aboue 
all other kindes of people haue death euerie moment moꝛe nigheſt 
ard ſureſt befoze their eyes, and by all our ill kinde of liuing it ſee · 
meth that when anie ane taketh the Pike in hande to become a 
ſouldier, euen that daie he renounceth to bee a Chꝛiſtian any lon⸗ 
ger, and m p2ofeſſion euer after to be a Gentil, and (which is 
woꝛſt al all) that our ignoꝛance is ſo great, that many vnskilfull 

fellowes, and men without conſcience, thinke and holde opinion, 
| $a fs contrarie to a good and valiant ſouldier , to bee a good 


Chꝛiſtian 
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Chaiſtian and to feare Ged, but let all ach knowe. that contrarity 
it is impoſſible ſoꝛ anie man to be a right good and valyant ſoulds- 
er, if he lacke the ſcundatton of the feare of God, foz though wee 
ke many diffolnte and ill liuing ſotudiers verie teſolute to die, and 
being ſo determined fight couragionlie; daring both'ts buckle 
with thepz enc mies, and to die, if ocraſion be offercd; yet wer may 
moſt truly turne this theyꝛ boldnes to a beaſtly butiſh minde, ſer⸗ 
ing that it doth not pꝛocerde ſrem true foztifude, which euer is ac⸗ 
tompe nied with the feare of God, and it is rather a right temeri⸗ 
tie of bzuite beaſts, ans not of men tued with reaſon, fo2 they 
confider not, noꝛ vnder ſtand not how great a thing that is which 
they put in atuenture , and ſofo2 the moſt parte we ſ& that ſuch 
men, vpon the leaſt occaſion in the woꝛld, though it bee moſt vple 
and of no value, as ſome [mal cemmoditie oz vanitie: hazard their 
lues, which they ought to make ſo great account of, which thep 
ought then to put in daunger with all they heartes, and making 
no account of it, when iuſtice and coumſell requreth. God graunt 
it may pleaſe his mercic to take awaie the darkneſſe of this moſt 
cleere and apparant ignoꝛante from our tnderffanding, that wee 
map ſo knowe and ſerue him in this our tempozall warfare. vnder 
the ſtandard and fayth of our ſoueraigne Lode and inuincible 
Captaine Jeſus Chaift, that we map deferue by him to be made 
partaker of that celeſtiall and glozious warrefare in triumphant 
Hieruſalem. Paiſter Vargas. we haue made an end at one time
